I am sorry to inform you of another disaster to the Sentucky 

troops, not indeed bearing any Saaiaaisent te that of the River Raisin 

in point or Killed and wounded, bt exceeding it as to the number of 
prisoners. I had the honour to inform you in my letter of the 20th... ULt. 
' that the British troops destined to besiege this place was then in view. 
On the succeeding night they broke ground upon the hights Opposite - on 
the following morning our Batteries Opened upon them, and continued a 
partial firing throughout that and the following day. On the first of 
May the enemy retur|nJled it ne two gun and one Mortar Battery, and 

on the end from a third gun battery. On the night of the 3rd they passed 
apart of their troops to this side of the river and opened another gun 
and mortar Battery within 250 yards of our lines, they were soon however 
driven from that position and obliged to take one at a more respectful 
distance. On the lst: 2nd 3rd: Inst. the fire was most incessant and 
tremendous. 5 1/2 & 81/2 inch shells with 2 lb ball fell in showers in 
our camp and would have produced the most unfortunate effect but from the 
ereat pains & labour which had been bestowed in the erection of traverses 
which in a great degree shielded our camp from the former, for the latter 
there was no preventative nut that of taking the Batteries about 12 
Oclock last night an officer arrived in a boat from Gen Clay to inform 

me of his approach and that he could reach this place in about 2 hours. 


I immediately determined upon a general Sally and sent an officer wo 
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Gen Clay directing him to land 800 Men some short distance above, to 
attack and carry the batteries, spike the cannon and distroy the artillery. 
The Genl. was unfortunately delayed longer than he expected in passing 

the Rapids, and the detachment acstined to make the attack did not reach 
the landing until near 9 Oclock; this however did not prevent them from 
making the attempt and never was any thing -more completely swecesatull., 
the batteries were immediately taken possession of and their defenders 
driven off and the cannon spiked. Here the work of our men was done But . 
that confidence which always atwiends MiTitia when successful proved their 
ae although there was time sufficient to return to the Boats before 

a reinforcement arrived to the enemy, they remained upon the ground in 
Spite of the repeated calls which we made across the river to bring them 
back. They suffered themselves to be amused and dramm into the woods 

by some faint skirmishing, whilst the British troops and an immense 

body of Indians were brought up; a Severe action then took place. The 
British immediately intercepted the retreat of our men to the plain on 

the river where they would have been under cover of our cannon -= Dud 
about 150 out of nearly 800 effected their escape to the Boats. When 

the Ballance of Gen Clays force made its appearance and attempted to 

land above the Garrison their flank was attacked by a large body of 
indians. I immediately ordered out a Detachment, consisting of part of the 
19th. US. Regt. about 100. twelve months voluntiers “ some “ilitia. They 
however succeeded in driving the enemy entirely off. Pursuant to the

The Detachment under Colo Miller Suffered 
very little and had the militia been contented with executing what they 
were ordered every object which I had contemplated would have been 
accomplished. I have only time to add that + am confident of my ability 
to defend this place until the expected large reenforcements arrive, and 
I am with great respect Sir your obt.

Spec. In using his gun & bayonet upon the said Jno. Offmer at the time 
& place aofresaid & committing violence upon hin." 

To which charges & specifications the prisoner pleaded "Nov Guilty" 

Moédy Kimbal a witness for the prosecution a private of Capt Lucas's 
company being first duly sworn says that he was on guard with the Prisoner, 
at the time stated in the charge; Jno&j Offer the deceased, was formed 
behind, the prisoner being the Serjt..of the rear Guard, wmdertook to 
bring sd. Offer along, Offner after coming sore distance refused to go 
farther and turned upon the prisoner, saying at the time he would not 
go farther wmless he pleased; the Prisoner put the bayonet of his 
musket against sd. Offner, immediately under the left breasts; he 
held him in that position about half a minute when he took it from hin 
with the ##jt##}# bayonet bloody three or four Inches: The decd. Offer ©

had compained the day previously of being sick, and was wnable to march; 
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The sd. Yffmer was not drunk when he was stabbed, bt a little lively, 

he had been drinking during the mornings; it occurred about twelve o'Clock 
in the day. He was within two or three paces of the priconer at the time 
he cannot speak certainly as to the manner of the prisoners bayoneting 
the decd. whether he resisted the touch of the Bahonet or whether the 
prisoner used any effort toward pushing it in him -- Offher was wounded 
severely & left on the road at a house he known nothing as to his death.

Offner was drunk in the morning when they started, & was put in the 
waggon; Offner was taken out o the waggon & after marching a little way he 
stopped behind; he saw the Prisr. stop for him; he halted for the rear 
a short time, he was then informed of the acident of the prisoners having 
bayonetted Offer, he went to him & found the bayonet had penetrated three 
or four Inches in the left breast of the sd. Uffmer he thinks the wound 
mortal; he knows Offer, he is a refractory obstinate man.

Ofmer laged behind, he went aside 
for a while Offner vr & refused to go; he was then sitting down; 
the prisoner pricked him in the thigh with the bayonet; Ofiner then rose 
& walked about fifty years; the prisoner behind him, when he turned around 
& refused to go & Jawed the prisoner; Abbott told him ‘twas best for hin 
to go on he at length placed his bayonet against °ffmer who stood firm, 
& after hold it against him about half a minute, stiil persuading him to 
go ony he removed the bayonet & Offmer was badly wounded, he does not 
think the bayonet entered him more than one Inch from the blodd that was 
on it: the prisoner infomed him that he had previous to his $i seeing it 

wiped the blood from the Bayonet. | 

When the prisoner pricked Offmer on the thigh the first time, he 
does not believe he broke the skin, At the time Offner was bayonetsd 
the prisoner held his gun at a chargee 

The Court being ordered to be cleared & the whole of the proceedings 
read over by the Judge Advocate; pAbxhidey proncuaced the following 


Sentence The Court after mature deliberation find the prisoner Serji. 
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Saml. Abbott Not Guilty of the first and second charges and the 
speification to the first charge, and guilty of the specification of the 
second charge "in using his gun & bayonet upon John Offmer & committing 
violente upon him but are of opinion he did not intend to use it 
improperly and therefore acquit hin.

I reached Fort “eigs on the 28th Ultimo in the evg with a select 
detachment of the 2th Regt. making forced marches through the black 
swamp, of from 20 to 25 miles per day, the road being nearly half leg deep 
upon an average -= I fomd no enemy and — dispatched Col Johnson a. 
the River raisin to obtain information & that which he procured induced 
me to believe that Fort Meigs was in no danger of an attack I set off for 
this place with an escort -—- (which consisted of about 50 when I first 
left the rapids but were reduced to less than 20 when I got in) in the 
hope of meeting Col Ralls squadron and with it to find out and destroy 
about 100 Indians which passed the river raisin on sunday last -= for 
this place — Unfortunately they had armed and made a stroke the day 
before yesterday killing at a farm House just below this place men a 
woman & two children, they retreated in the direction of Fort Meigs and 
with my usual good lock I missed meeting with them -=- We heard their 
firing and could not have been more than a mile and a half from them — 
I directed Cole Johnson to follow me with his whole command -- he has six 
or seven hundred men and will be able Should he meet with the Indians to 
give a good account of then. 

I shail set out from hence tomorrow for Cleveland which is the des- 
tination also of Ball's dragoons -—— they have not yet arrived but will 
be here some time to day.

proposed == Being obliged to come up to Fort Wigs and as you have had 
the disposition of the Commissions in the first inssances I requested you 
to dispose of the vacant ones in the manner above suggested =—— Viz to 
qualified person of the state of Kentucky from whose influence it might 
be expected the men would be raised — I used the expression "Commissions 
which are or may be made vacant by officers not getting the Compliment of

condition [illeg.] -=- Information received since I wrote to the Secy of 
War has induced me to believe that the additional number of recruits

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On my arrival at Fort Meigs I found Colo Johnsons mounted Regt.

from Genl. Clay, at Fort Winchester that hastened him down to Fort “eigs 
while he was pressuring for an Expedition (agreeably to my orders some 
time ago) against Bromstow -- Not finding Genl Clay in possession of any 

farther information than was commmicated ae his letter of the 20th Ulo. 
I directed Coloe Johnson to select a Detachment from his momted men to . 
go to the River Raison for the purpose of procuring information -— The 
Colo. commanded the party and returned the day before yesterday bringing 
with him two Canadians one a British subject the other a citizen of the 
Territory. Of the many of the Inhabitants of that settlement whom the 
Colo. visitied and conversed with was Colo. Narvarre all of whom 37 
were parsuaded that neither the British nor Indians had recieved any late 
accessions of force -—- Colo. Navarre informed the Colo. that 100. Cttawas 
passed the river Raison on sunday last on their way to this place to take 
miluckily 
scalps, to defeat which object I {ibbeivarrived here with a detachment 
of mounted men too late. .

I have been acquainted with James Abbot. of Detroit for thirteen 
years past, and have paid but little attention to his principals as a 
citizen of the United States until this two years past, particularly a 
short time before and after thd declaration of War, and for some time 
prev ous to that, I habe seen a certain man named William Hands, High 
Sheriff in his Britanic Majesty's privonce Canada Sandrich at divers 
times attend his James Abbott's office at the opening of the mail, and 
since the delcaration of War & while our army was laying on Canada, I 
have observed James & Sa uel Abbott ride down tw a French Ferry house, 
which is about two miles from Detroit and opposite Sandwich, stop ior 
some time, and at the same time his three Sisters and Mother was in 
Sandwich, their Husbands was officers in Malden; and the morning of the 
Surrender went in company with Francis Baby in search of prop:rty that was 

plundered from him; and said he would take as much as he lost by Hull's 
band of robbers, and proceeded in this manner through every citizens house 
taking more or less of their most valuable property: he was generally 
suspected by the citizens of being disaffected to the Government of the 
United States: His conduct in the company of British subjects & American _ 
Citizens was marked by contempt for the latter & his general deportment 
and conversation indicated a preference to the former.

52. To the Honorable ‘embers of the Grand Jury of the Territory of 
Michigan, now in Session at the city of Detroit, 
Gentlemen, 

Having been informed, that Richard Smyth, Esquire, has stated to your 
Honorable Body, that he could prove, that the deposition taken by him 
at Chageland, against me, on the 7th. day of July 1813 contained nothing 
but facts; I beg leave therefore to state, that the information he has 
given you is incorrect, and I shall demonstrate to you Gentlemen, that 
it contains nothing but a multiplicity of false, base and malicious 
representations, and im order to verify my words, permit me to observe 
as follows. 
First, -- As it relates to William Hands, High Sheriff in his Britanic 
Majesty's province of Upper Canada. | 

I state as a positive and absolute fact, that the sd. William Hands 
nor no other British Subject ever was in my office at the opening of a 
Mail; either prior or subsequent to the declaration of War. Mr. Hands like 
many other British subjects in company with our Citizens previous to the 


declaration of War, has attended on the outside of my office, on the 
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public highway, on Mail days: this I could not prohibit: he has as much 
right, at that period, to be there, as any other; and here let me remark, 
that before the declaration of War, British subjects were resident in 
almost every part of our Union and was it not as natural for them to 
correspond with each other as other classes of people? Yes. The United 
States did not forbid it: They were permittedt to send their letters by 
mail, like ourselves chargeable with no higher rates of postage; and TI 
feel confident in saying, and appeal to the highest characters in our 
Territory for its correctness; that at that time, it was the wish of ow 
General Government, for their Citizens, to be on good terms, with all 
Foreign powers, more particularly, those in our neighbourhood. Could I 
then say to Mr. Hands, or any other British subject standing in the 
street, Begone No Gentlemen, I knew my duty better. 

Second. As to Samuel Abbott and myself riding down to a French Ferry 
house. This charge scarcely deserves notice, but if Mir. Smyth means to 
insinuate, that our ride was for some criminal purpose; it is like all the 
rest of his purious narration; and will be fully answered, I make no doubt, 
by my brother Sameul. 

3rdly As it relates to Francis Baby. This charge is so palpable, and 
can be so easily set aside, that I wish you only to summons, every Head 
of a family resident in the city of Detroit, on the day of the Capitulation, 
and hear what they will say on the subject. I venture to say, that not 
one will corroborate his statement. -- 

The only house Mr. Baby requested me to accompany him to, was lr. Smyth's 3 


and that was, for the express purpose of being introduced to Quarter Master 
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General James Taylor, then boarding at Mre Smyth's. The General was not 
at home when we called; but the moment Mr. Raby entered his room, he 
recognized one of his Carpets to be on the floor, wich can be verified 
by the General. 

lithly. and lastly. -= As it respects my conduct to British Subjects and 
American Citizens: It speaks for itself; and I flatter myselfthnt I shall 
never be under the disagreeable aeedaatintat calling on Mr. Smyth to 
teach me elegance of manners. 

Now Gentlemen, where are all Mr. Smyth's facts? Gone! Astonishing! No 
Gentlemen, not astonishing; for slander originating in envy -—= nurtured 
by malice —= brought forth in corruption will always finish the same way. 

Mr. Smyth's original deposition, together with all the others taken for 
and against me were forwarded to the General Post-Office, shortly after ny 
trial. 

I close Gentlemen in soliciting but one favor, and that is, should your 
Honorable Body think proper to burden yourselves with an investigation of 
the subject, I beg leave to be present at the examination of the witnesses; 

as I have been, and shall always be ready to rebut these charges, or any 
other than can be exhibited against me.

There has been such a consumption of fixed ammmition at Fort Meigs, as is 
at once alarming and astonishing -—- No more of it must be used but in 
case of necessity, if your guards have their prices loaded, they mmst 
load with loose ball, and powder, and every day the catrdige boxes of the 
men must be examined and they be made to account for every cartridge. I urge 
youb strict attention to this subject. Mr. famacine writes that he will 
be out of Cartridge paper immediately; as soon as it is all consumed, sead 
on to this place as expeditiously as possible every man who has been 
accustomed to make cartridges. They must come by land. for the Rapids is 
out — Sehd them off as soon as you relieve then. 

Send round Crandall, the man confined on suspicion of being a spy, 
with the first boats -—- The property he has in his possession belongs to 
one Cummins, (or some such person) who comnitted it to his care, and went 
on to Cleveland to procure a further supply, of goods: Upon his return 
he was taken by the Enemy Appoint a board of officers to discover the 
situation «nd ascertain the ownership of this property, and have it taken 
care of, wiliésit should eppear that Crandall has a right to it. 

I shall have some wats sent out this evening or in the morning. 

I have before written to you on the subject of making the aspect(?]

I received this moment your letter of the 30th Ultimo, that to Genl 
Cass of the same date has been submitted —— How the flour that you mention 
came to be throw near the Fort instead of being put in the River where it 
would have dissolved and been taken off, is most exteaordinary.e however 
it appeares to me very evident from your description of it to Genl Cass 
that it will produce some fatal maladys unless it is removed or destroyed 


or the troops are removed -= it is therefore left to your option to #oihi% 
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remove the Troops immediately to some position further down the River 
and then erect a small post capable of containing the Stores or of 
maintaining the present post and endeavour to use some effectual means for 
destroying the nuisance -=— Act as you think best for the public service 
and either follow the dictates of your own judgement or take the advice 
of Genl Clay and the field officers -- If you move your position saad 
downto the place you may choose and have some small block houses thrown 
up to protect you whilst you are erecting the work -- a stockade with two 
strong Block houses will answer oveyy purpose -—=- and some store Houses of 
light timber — I give you full latitude to act as to the subordinate 
arrangements in this case -—— the Clothing is #### sent round to you — 
You can use the boats that have gone round for any purpose you please —— 
do not remove the heavy Artillery and providgions to the new post until it 
is finished and not more of the light than may be sufficient to protect you 
whilst erecting it.

Dear sir, 


Accompanying this I forward to you a Supporter, wherein you will see 
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& very extraordinary statement published by the officers of the militia 
lately stationed at Upper Sandusky, I really do not understand what they 
mean. Gov Meigs is undoubtedly at the bottom of all and I fear to 
accomplish some hidden sinister views. 

I propose addressing to him a very plain letter and if you view the 
subject as I do, I will thank you to write him another, both of them if 
necessary to be 1,id before the publick. These militia being discharged 
has certainly excited a very great clamour in the state raised and in- 
creased by a designing junta. For these men to complain of being 
disbharged is really extraordinary. When we accompanied Gen. Harrison 
to U. Sandusky, I understand from the Gov. or his family, that 2000 man 
could easily be releaved, to participate of necessary in the final effort 
of the campaign. In the conversation, which took place, in our presence 
believe me Gov Meigs and the General, I heard not a word respecting these 
men being retained for any less time than six months. You and I doubted, 
ag they were called out for a temporary puspose, whether it could be done. 
But I distinctly recollect that Gov. ieigs stated to me his regret, that 
you should say any thing upon the subject, as for his part he did not 
doubt either the legality or the practicability of it. The first time I 
ever heard that Pretence[?] of service extended -= only until the 20th of 
Sept. was at or immediately Preece the arrival of Brush & Couch to this 
Camp. I think you and Hl ee: Ae) ag be expedient to retain 
the number, which was retained. But would we have done so, had we know 
the tenure by which their services was held. in God's name, of what use 


could that number have been for that time. Before we could possibly cross 
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their terms of service would expire, and we both know that in such a 
situation not one man in twenty under the most imperious necessity would 
remaine 

There certainly is a plot to endeavour to scadtter the seeds of 
disunion in this Army. The Geni. has recently been cautioned to beware of 
you and me. This he has told me. From what wmhallowed quarter it comes we 
can only conjecture. It has made no ere upon the Genl, and how 
little it ought to make can only be knawm to you and me. The great leading 
measuses pursued by the Genl. since we joined him, we fully [illeg.J With 
respect to them I am determined to bend my fate to his. If he falls, I 
fall. Nothing more excites my detestation than such attempts from such 
men. I could say more, but I have no more time nor paper. I think we had 
better both write to Gov Meigs & let him know, that the publick mind is 
not thus to be misled with respect to a transaction so well lmown.to us.

My Dear Wife 

I had bearly time by last nights express mail, to acknowledge the 
receipt of your two letters of the 2nd & 7th Tst. Wy anxious mind was 
indeed much relieved to f ind that there was yet a hope of seeing you. . 
Nothing could have given me so much pleasure as to have returned hone 
before the Campaign set out, and when I left home I certainly expected to 

have returned to my Dear wife and family &i#uses# ere this. But I 

have been kept really busy since I joined the army. se much so, that 
there has been no possible means of leaving it. The army is expected to 
move on in a very few days and we have been making preparations for it 
ever since I came to camp. Since my arrival at this pitce we have built 
a new Fort and digtroyed the old one, which has teken a vast of labour, 
The command of so many men has been extremely laborious and fatiguing; 
from day light in the morning until 9 oclock at night, there is pernaps 


- not five minutes at any one time, but what there is a call, or application 


a 
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of some kind. Since my recovery from the Rheumatiem I have enjoyed 
tolarable helth. 

From information recd. from some friendly Indians who were up at 
Brown's town on the l0th. Inst. stealing horses from the inhabitants or 
hostile Indians we are informed that our Fleet, and that of the British, 
had a long and severe engagement which commenced at 12 oclock and cone 
tinued until late in the night -- we have not heard the result -- much 
depends on the success of our fleet -- if it has beaten that of the 
enemy all will be well -- I sent a Boat with fifteen men late lest night 
down the river to the Lake, which is 18 or 20 miles, in hopes ofobtaining 
information from the fleet, but they have not yet returned. 

Whatever may be the result of the action betwixt the fleets; I expect 
to leave this in a few days with the most of the troops -- The Ague and 
fever is very prevelent here, There are but few deaths for the number 
of men. o- 

I am much gurpriged that you do not hear from Brither Jaiies, he has 
been ordered to join the Northwestern army some time since. Col Smith who 
commands the Rifle Regiment was at Sencac a month ago, and has gone to 
meet the troops which James commands. I inclose you Forest Micken's 
receipt for one hundred and fifty dollars which I paid on his account, 
you will charge him on the Book with the 150$ and file away the receipt, 
The amount which I have paid for him first and last is very considerable, 
but we wit no doubt settle with ease should we ever meet. 


I am extremely sorry that there should be such a misunderstanding 
between our militia which lately marched to Sandusky, end Genl Harrison. 
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I fear there are some unworthy designing Characters eat the bottom of this 
quarrel and that it is intended to injure the present Campaign, Those 
people who did themselves and the state of Ohio so much honor, by turning 
out; will I fear loss the most of their credit, by railing out at the 
commander in chief of the North Western army at a moment when the troops 
are about to march on the Campaign -- I think ah impartial world will 
say, that if those resolution makers are _ to accompany the army, 

they ought not to attempt to discourage those who aré,. 

Zam sorry to hear the Helen would on any account leave you in your 
sickness, more espetially after the caution which I gave. I fear should 
her and I live, that she is to be a heart sore to me. J shall certeinly 
alter my Will as it relates to her, if she does not alter her conduct, 

I cannot think that she had your approbation to leave you in your 
sickness, and if she had, it shews that she had neither affection nor 
prudence to do so, 

Zt hope to be again in Canada before the answer to this will find me. 
I shall however, if in life, be with the North Western arny, and I trust 
you will not fail to write to me for my anxious mind will ever fest on 
every word from your pen which will inform me of your helth and that 
of my Dear family.

done you will come off with all the regular troops -- I shall send you

The boats that I expected to send you were detained yesterday by 
high winds & have not arrived. You must therefore do the best you can é&

I write to Colo. Johnson, send on the letter to him -- If he does 
net take care of himself he will be attacké. by the enemy He must 
remain under the walls of the Fort.
